at 318 was 4 points greater thai last mouth and 42 points above a year Age 


Among the grains, wheat held steady, but oats and barley were up 8¢ and 7¢ per bush- 
el respectively. Also, because of local shortages of hay,. the price of alfalfa 
rose to ¥30.00 per loose tone This is the highest average price of record for hay, 
with the exception of April, 1917 and May, 1920, and just 50¢ more. than the recent 
high of $30.00 for February 15, 1949, when tons of feed were flown into snowbound 
ranchese Votatoes averaging els 40 per bushel were 15¢ higher than a month ago. 
Prices on this item have risen considerably since Dec.el5. Apples gained 20¢: per 
‘bushel. On the other hand, dry edible beans were down an average of 10¢ per cwto, 
red clover seed dropped 90¢ per bushel and alfalfa seed held the same as on November 
15. In the livestock section, cattle declined 50¢ per cwt. and both hogs and lambs 
were lower by 40¢ per cwt. Chickens gained almost 3g per pound while eggs dropped 
9¢ per dozene Butterfat Eaned 2g per pound. : 


Prices paid by farmers for commercial feeds were higher than a month ago and con= 
siderably nigher than a year ago, The chicken-feed ratio was a little higher, 
while the egg-feed ratio was down.
